} Big Increase is Shown When Com- 
pared to Similar Months. 


With the close of May, 1905, last 
Wednesday, another local building rec- 
ord was splintered.. May, 1905, will 
pass into municipal construction his- 
tory as exceeding any similar month, 
as 844 permits for new work were 
granted, entailing a present and future 
expenditure of $1,244,154. 

TO’ show the increase for the various 
months of May, the subjoined figures 
will prove of interest:

Examination shows that May, 1965, 


the highest total for any month of 
May, that of May, 1903, is exceeded by 
$163,043. When compared with May of 
the jast year of the past century, the 
increase is so remarkable that the 
million-dollar mark more than stands 
out in relief. 

While this favorable record is such 
as to increase civic pride, still one fea- 
ture. that occupies a singularly inter- 
esting position is worthy of more than 
passing attention. Thig is embraced 
in the fa¢tor of local growth in the 
erection, of homes. During’ May. just 
closed, the enormous number of 502 
one-story, one-and-a-half-story and 
two-story residences were planned for 
erection, bearing a’ total value of $749,- 
Sil. These figures are worthy the clos- 
est attention, as they are the indices to 
the steady and persistent expansion 
that has marked the progress of Los 
the present era of ac- 
tivity began.

ANTS ANOTHER DOSE 
OF “YELLOW PERIL.” 


Czar Wipes Away His Tears, Girds up 
His Loins and Gives Orders. 


Two Hundred Thousand More Men 
Manchuria—Government Shipyards are Told to Lay 
Down a New Fleet Despite Protests of Naval “Archi- 
tects Against Haste—Public Opinion Passive,

LONDON, June 4.—[Exciusive Dis 
patch.) St. Peteraburg advices give 
no real hope that Russia has 
any intention of seeking peace. in» 
stead of brightening the peace situa- 


tion, che destruction of Rojestvensky’s 


armada has seemingly only hardened 
the Czar and the bureaucracy. It can 
be stated on the very highest author- 
ity that the Czar personally is in favor 
of carrying on the war indefinitely. 
The only thing that can shake his 
resolution is an outburst of public 
opinion such as enlightened govern- 
ments submit to et times, but in Rus- 
sia there is very little of such a thing 
as overwhelming public opinion. It 
has been arotised to some extent by 
the tragedies of the past year, which 
have shocked the whole outside world, 
but Russian public opinion is still 
largely passive, and passive resistance 
counts but little. 
A change is lixely to come tomor- 
row, next week or next year, and when 
it does come it will be quick and dead- 
ly. First of all will come organiza- 
tion, and as yet there is none. The 
Czar's still rul. the troops, 
and so long as they do bureaucracy is 
safe. Both the War Office and the 
Admiralty have been instructed to 
commence efforts for increasing the 
forces and continuiag the campaign. 
An order will be lssued at once to call 
out 200,000 more men for service in 
Manchuria, and the government ship- 
yards on the Baltic have been ordered 
to lay down a new fleet. 
The Construction Committee of the 
Admitalty Council has reported to the 
Emperor in favor of a scheme for 
building twice and a half the number 
of vessels iost in the present war, in 
fifteen years time. Each division is to 
be completed in a period of three 
years. 
A great majority of the naval archi- 
tects are using their utmost endeavors 
against the sudden adoption of this 
scheme. They ask the Admiralty to 
wait until the lessons of construction 
that may be learned from the battle 
of the Sea of Japan can be studied. 
They point to the great fact that the 
battleships Retvizan and Czarevitch, 
which were constructed abroad, were 
attacked times without number by tor“ 
pedoes and shells at Port Arthur, and 
vet they are even now afloat, while 
Admirai Rojestvensky's ships, which 
were built at St. Petersburg and Libau, 
were sunk in a few hours. The ex- 
perts declare that the latest built bat- 
tleships at St. Petersburg were for- 
midable only or paper. The ele- 
mentary rules of naval construction 
were not observed. 

“LET US HAVE PEACE.”

But 
the scheme of expansion which was be- 
gun in 1896 and compléted this year 
brought the war establishment up to 
560,000, while the special ordinances of 
1904 and 1905 make it certain that if 
the war continues, the Japanese will 
be found wltimately with at least 1,- 
000,000 men in the field and with full 
competence to maintain that number.

KAISER AND MOROCCO. 


German Emperor's Policy is Supposed 
to be Simply the “Open Door” for’ 
Concessions. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
TANGIER (Morocco) May 5.—{Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press, 
wired from Chicago June 4.] In com- 
mercial quarters and in those circles 
usually well informed on political af- 
fairs, the recent visit of «the German 
Emperor to Morocco is not regarded 
as in any sense meant as a hostile 
demonstration against any foreign 
pewer. Here the belief is that the 
iptentions of Germany as affecting 
Morocco are purely to protect ler 
large and growing commercial inter- 
ests. In other words, it is felt that 
Germany merely stands for the pol- 
icy of the “open door” and for the 
protection of her increasing trade. 
The whole question which has been 
cpened up by the Emperor's visit, 
however, is much broader than one of 
imrorts. The future development of 
Morocco promises to be great. It ‘s 
a fertile land, and as compared to 
other African Mediterranean countri-s 
it is well populated. Its mineral re- 
acurees are yet unexplolted, but they 
are believed to be great. It thus will 
be seen that the matter of railroad 
concessions and mining concessions 
will in the future become one of para- 
meunt importance. “A French protec- 
to,ate, either im fact or one tacitly 
existing, would mean that the bulk 
of such concessions would g0 to 
French capital, because the existing 
agreement makes this easily possible... 

it is pointed out that the German 
Emperor foresees this possible devel- 
opment, and that his Moroccan policy 
is merely designed to place Germany 
a: least on an equality with France ‘n 
the future development of the coun- 
tr’. There is no disposition, either 
official or commercial circles, io be- 
lieve that the German Emperor in my 
vay wishes_to provoke hostilities. Un- 
der existing conditions it would be 
easy to absolutely close the door 
arainst all but French capital for mia- 
ing and railway concessions, and this 
is the condition, as Moro¢co sees i, 
that Emperor William wishes to over- 
come,

THE REVOLT IN RUSSIA, 


EXCITEMENT 
AT PAVLOVSK. 


Five Thousand People Clamor 
for Funeral March. 


Orchestra Flees and Police are 
Driven Out. | 


Armed Force Seizes Gardens 
and Makes Arrests. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 4.—[(By 
Atlantic Cabie.] At a great demon- 
stration, this evening, in the Paviovsk 
Gardens, near Tsarskoe-Selo, the 5000 
persons present clamored for a funeral 
march in memory of the Russian sail- 
ors who had lost their lives in the 
naval disaster in the Sea of Japan. 
The members of the orchestra became 
alarmed and fied from the platform, 
when M. Novikoff, former Mayor cf 
Baku, rose and said: “Let us all, by 
rising, show respect for the victims. 
Down with the war! We have had 
enough biood.”’ 

Some eighty policemen entered the 
farther end of the hall and elbowed 
their way through the .crowd toward 
M. Novikoff, whereupon cries were 
raised of “Let us attack the police!” 

Chairs were seized and hurled at the 
police, the crowd being led by a colone! 
with a drawn sword. The polfcemen 
fled precipitately. 

Order being restored, a number of 
speeches were delivered on the na- 
tional crisis. Suddenly, the police, re- 
inforced to between two and three 
hundred, again invaded the hall an 
rushed on the audience with drawa 
swords. The people defended them- 
selves with chairs and sticks, but after 
ten minutes were driven from the ha'l 
into the garden, where there was a 
battalion of Tiraillieurs, who raised 
their rifles to their shoulders, prelimi- 
nary to the order to fire being given, 
causirg a panic. 

The public fled toward the exit«, and 
finding them closed, smashed the doors 
and windows of the hal! and so sained 
the street. Many persons were in- 
jured, some so seriously that they hed 
to be taken to a hospital. 

M. Novikoff was arrested, and the 
gardens were occupied by police ind 
Cossacks. A strong military force was 
placed on the road leading from Pav- 
lovek to Tsarskoe-Selo and to St. Pe- 
tersburg and at the railway stations. 
People returning to St. Petersburg 
from the gardens spread accounts of 
the affair, which soon became a gen- 
eral topic. 

Paviovek is nineteen miles from St. 


Petersburg, and is «a summer resort 
for inhabitants of the capita!. Con- 
certs are given in the gardens there 


daily, and are frequented by fashion- 
able audiences largely composed of 
people from St. Petersburg.

DICTATORIAL POWERS. 
GIVEN TO POLICE CHIEF. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATHD 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 5.—{ By At- 
lantic Cable.] The ukase which en- 
trusts almost dictatorial powers to the 
head of the imperial police to control 
the agitation now aimeost perempiorily 
demanding a constitution, representa- 
tive government and the surrender of 
the vital principles of the autocracy 
and to put down the disorders with 
which the revolutionists are threaten- 
ing the country, makes him responsible 
to the Emperor. 

The document is of the deepest im- 
portance in the present state of Rus- 
sia, and indicates that the government, 
while steadily proceeding in its plane 
for the fulfillment of the imperial 
promises contained in the rescript of 
March 3, is determined not to be 
swerved from its purpose by the pres- 
sure of military and nava! disasters, 
but in its own time and as speedily 
as possible to give the nation the leg- 
islative body on which the Bouligan 
Commission has been working. In it, 
pechaps, also may be read the intima- 
tion that the war will continue and 
that the question of peace will not be 
submitted to a zemski sobor. 

THE BOULIGAN GUARD. 

According to the Russ. the result of 
the labors of the Bouligan Commis- 
sion, which has now been printed and 
submitied to the commissioners, does 
not embody a definite plan for the or- 
ganization and functions of a new gov- 
ernment body, but rather a collection 
and classification of the necessary data 
for the formation of an assembly, giv- 
ing alternative views of the various 
points in dispute and leaving the final 
difference in the hands of the minis- 
ters. ‘ 

The material gathered by the com- 
mission has been grouped under six 
heacs. First, a historical survey of 
the forms assumed by popular repre- 
sentation in Russia from the fifth to 
the sixth century: second, consideration 
of the effect of the summoning of a 
popular asseinbly on the country under 
present circumstances; third, the ex- 
tent to which suffrage shall be grant- 
ed, whether on universal, educational! 
or property qualifications, and whether 
classes and occupations should be rep- 
resented: fourth, the extent of 
the assembly's right to interpellate 
ministers: and last, what provinces of 
government should be removed to the 
competency of the assembly. 

Thus, nothing regarding the “impe- 
rial douma”™ has been predetermined, 
Minister Bouligan reserving. the right 
to give his opinion to his co-ministers.

ORE PROSPERITY 
FOR FARMERS. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, June 4.—({Exciusive Dis- 
patch.} With 670,000,000 bushels of 
wheat in prospect, according to careful 
estimates from al! principal grain 
States, nature has given bond that 
prosperity will remain with the Ameri- 
can farmer another year. Estimates 
from fourteen of the leading winter- 
wheat States, which furnish nearly 85 
per cent. of the total grain sown in au- 
tumn. are that these States will raise 
348,000,000 bushels this Year, as com- 
pared with 279,696,656 bushels, the offi- 
eclal government total accredited to 
these States a year ago. These re- 
ports all come from the State capitals 
where boards of agriculture are locat- 
ed, and most of them are semi-officia). 

With no definite reports are at hand 
for other individual States raising win- 
ter wheat, the government showing for 
May «1 Indicated a total 


of the May 1 report, the showing is 
that winter wheat in all States will ag- 
gregate something like 411,000,000 bush- 
els. There is not so sure a base for 


an increased acreage of nearly one 
million for spring wheat and a condi- 
tion about five points higher than it 
was at the corresponding period a year 
ago, there is reason to believe the 
total spring wheat crop will be 259,000,- 
000 bushels, as against 227,025,014 bush- 
els in 1904. 


DINED WITH KAISER. 


Visiting Royalty Well Received in 


Honor of Duchess Cecelia and 
Crown Prince.

RERLIN, June 4—({By Atlantic Ci- 
ble.} All the visiting Princes and 
Princesses dined with Emperor W'i- 
liam and Empress Augusta Victoria 
tenight in honor of the Duchess Ce- 
celia and the Crown Prince Freder- 
ick William, who are to be married 
next Tuesday. Altogether, 240 per- 
sons were present at the dinner, and 
included among the guests were Cab- 
inet Ministers, generals and admirals. 

Duchess Cecelia made a remark- 
ate personal impression on the guests. 
She was animated, cordial and wunaf- 
fected. Emperor William took Grand 
Duchess Anastasia to the table, and 
by his attention to her quite dis- 
preved the stories of discord be- 
tween them. At the conctusion of 
the dinner Duchess Cecelia called 
for two giastes of champegne and 
herded them to the two pages 
whe bore her train. There were 
no toasts. The dinner ended as a 
torchlight procession of students wita 
flags and music came down Unter den 
Linden. The royal party went out on 
a balcony, where the Duchess and 
Crown Prince stood in a brilliant light, 
so that the marchers could see them. 

Five hundred persons were elther 
overcome by the heat Saturday, or in- 
jeied in the crowds which came 0 
view the entrance of the Duchess Ce- 
celia into Berlin. Thirty-six of them 
are in a serious condition. 


SPAIN’S YOUNG KING. 


Leaves Paris After a Busy Day, In- 
cluding Attendance at Church, 
Races and a Banquet.

PARIS, June 5.—{By Atlantic Cable.] 
The jast day of King Alfonso's sojourn 
in Paris covered a programme includ- 
ing a service at the Spanish church, 
a visit to the museum at the Louvre 
and the witnessing of a grand steeple- 
chase, where 52,000 pereons were pres- 
ent. The visit of the King and Presi- 
dent Loubet attracted a brilliant com- 
plement of society leaders and most of 
the ministers of the diplomatic corps, 
including Ambassador and Mrs. McCor- 
mick, who awaited the arrival of the 
King and the President in the enclos- 
ure where an ovation was accorded 
them. The race proved an easy vic- 
tory for M. Ruddeck’s Canard, with 
Jockey Woodland up. Seven of the 

thirteen starters fell. 

The day's ceremonies concluded with 
a dinner given by Foreign Minister 
Delcassé to His Majesty at the Palace 
d'Orsay. President Loubet, the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and the diplomatic 
corps, the president of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the president of the Sen- 
ate were present. 

The King left at midnight from the 
Invalides. Enormous crowds were at 
the station and cheered him and the 
President during the leavetaking. When 
the train containing the King left 
for Cherbourg, the track was guard- 
ed from end to end by armed troops.

Why not first say ‘We will now fight 


for thirty saloons. We will make each 
one of these thirty saloon keepers pay 
such an exorbitantly high license that 
in order to protect their own saloons 
they, themselves, will become lynx-eyed 
detectives and stop any so-called 
“blind pie” running. Why not a Mis- 
souri compromise, the first step, so that 
we can bring to our ranks all the 
newspapers and thousands of men who 
drink moderately, and yet who will sry 
with us “High license is satisfactory 
to me.”’ 

“Prohibition laws, even if they are 
put upon the statute books, will never 
amount to aught unless backed up, not 
by a mere majority,.but by an over- 
whelming majority of the people. And 
thus, my friends, | am glad this tem- 
perance of saloons was not a success, 
by a mere majoroty. We want an 
overwhelming majority for it, with a 
prohibition Muyo and prohibition 
Judges and prohibition city officers, to 
back the law up, or else do not 
want the prohibition law at all,” |

TWO PIONEERS PASS OVER.

HELPED FOUND KERN. 

Robert Palmer, Sr., pioneer of Cali- 
fornia and one of the founders of Kern 
county, died at his extensive ranch in 
the Hot Springs Valley last week. He 
was born in Kentucky in 1823 and lo- 
cated in California in 1854. For sev- 
eral years Mr. Palmer mined in Mari- 
posa county and in that region he had 
an active part in subduing the Indians 
when they took the warpath. In a 
battle near the Yosemite Valley, Mr. 
Palmer was severely wounded. In 1860 
the deceased came to Kern county and 
for many years engaged in mining 
along the Kern River and on the Piute. 
Subsequently he settied in the Hot 
Springs Valley, on the bank of the 
river, and there he resided until death. 
He took an active part in the organ- 
igation of the county, and was promi- 
nent in public affairs while the county 
seat was at Havilah. He is survived 
by a widow and ten children. 


HORSE BUILT A CHURCH. 


Big Purse Wen by Fieeta Wilkes Was 
Donated to a Good 
Cause. 


[Milwaukee Sentinel:] Dr. L. T. 
Cooper of Dayton, O., one of the most 
ardent enthusiasts over horse racing 
in the United States, is at the Plank- 
inton. “Though I registered from Day- 
ton,” sald he, ‘I was born and brought 
up in Lexington, Ky., and I always 
think of that State as my real home. 
I suppose I would not be a real bona- 
fide Kentuckien if I were not fond of 
horsefiesh, and so I will not make a 
pretense of denial that I love the at- 
mosphere about a race track ' almost 
as well as I love the breath of life. 
1 have always preferred harness to 
running events because of the fewer 
chances there are offered for crooked- 
ness, such as ‘pulling’ a horse and va- 
rious other tricks of the jockey trade. 
I have never found it necessary to race 
for the money there was in it, and have 
consequently turned over my winnings, 
when I had any, to various forms of 
charity. One of the funniest experi- 
ences I ever had on a track happened 
because of this idiosyncrasy of mine. 

“It was at the Lexington track, and 
I had a mare called Fleeta Wilkes en- 
tered for the famous Lexington 
Sweepstakes for three-year-olds. The 
first money in this race amounts to a 
purse of $5000. This mare was a fine 
thing that I had pickled up al| season, 
and I knew she couldn't lose unless she 
jumped over the fence or fell dead. She 
was unknown to the talent, even the 
bookmakers, and she went to the post 
with 10 to 1 written against her name. 

“I had a friend, a Catholie priest 
from Co\ ington, who was my guest in 
Lexington, at the first, and he became 
somewhat interested in the probable 
outcome of the race. I told him that 
the mare was siated for a certain win- 
ner, but it was against his priestly 
scruples to hazard any money on a 
race, 80 I bet $50 for him. When Fleeta 
won by about four yards of daylight 
I cashed his ticket, and, adding to it 
the winner's purse, 1 offered the whole 
sum to him. At first he was scandal- 
ized and refused with horror, but 
as it happened his church needed some 
money badly for a new edifice and some 
repairs on the parochial school, and 
this neceasity finally overcame his scru- 
ples. So there is now A church in Cov- 


ington, Ky., which was buiit by my 
mare Fleeta Wilkes and I. But my 
friend. the priest, did neither of us 


the honer of putting our names on the 
corner-stone,” Dr. Cooper concluded, 
sudiy.

LORDSBURG, June 4.—An enthusi- 
astic meeting of the taxpayers of this 
district was held last night in the 
echoothouse, L. 8. Thacher presjding. 
Seldom has a mass-meeting been he'd 
in this town, when the people #shorc. 
such unanimity of purpose, aud a 4*- 
termination that this tewn, which en- 
joys much prosperitv wrere onl, 
white labor is employed and ihe ‘‘yei- 
low is unknown, sho1? keep 
pace with other progressive iowne in 
Southern California. 

Secretary Stonewall Sallee stated 
that the attendance at the school had 
increased to such an extent that the 
primary class had an average attend- 
ance of fifty-seven pupils, and it was 
necessary ta provide more room and 
an additional teacter. The question 
of building an extra room was dis- 
cussed but found no supporters, it be- 
ing the unanimous sentiment of the 
meeting that the time had arrived 
when the schdéolhouse should be more 
centrally located and the present 
building and land sold. The trustees 
were instructed to call an election for 
the issue of $12,000 bonds, for the pur- 
chase of land and the erection of a 
new up-to-date schoolhouse, which 
will be located near the center of the 
town. 
A strong protest was made against 
the nufsance which the Santa Fé Rail- 
road Company has matlntained for a 
number of years outside their station 
here. which is a menace to the health 
of the town. and a committee was 
formed to wait upon the health officer 
and insist upon its removal. 


OCEAN PARK. 

BEACH TOWN’S RAPID GROWTH. 
OCEAN PARK, June 4.—One year 
ago there was a single two-story brick 
building on this beach. Now there are 
three-story structures either completed 
or springing up everywhere. On Ma- 
rine street, which has heretofore been 
looked upon as a residence street only. 
work has been commenced on the Ma- 
sonic building. This will be of brick 
and will have three stories. It will oc- 
cupy a gorund space of 66x193 feet, and 
the contract price for the excavation, 
and material for concrete foundation, 
iron and carpenter work for the foun- 
dation ia $6022. 

The Strand residence of George 
Jones, for which the contract has been 
let, is to cost $4751. It will be a two- 
Story eight-room store and residence. 
Charlotte Bor is building a two- 
Story frame rtructure on Navy street 
at a cost of $3100. It will contain four 
four-room flats. 

J. H. De la Monte has commenced 
work on a two-Story frame residence 
of eight rooms in Park Piace.
